Ninth Interim Response 

Dear Mr. Free: 

This is the ninth interim response to your Freedom of Information Aet (FOIA) 
request to the Department of Homeland Seeurity (DHS) Offiee of Inspeetor 
General (OIG), dated Oetober 16, 2017, seeking speeified reeords related to 
ineidents or allegations at Stewart Detention Center and reeords related to the 
detention and death of Jeanearlo Jimenez Joseph. Your request was reeeived 
in this offiee on Oetober 17, 2017. 

We previously sent you eight interim responses. This response eontains the 
OIG final report and investigative file, and Georgia Bureau of Investigation 
(GBI) investigative file (eontained within the OIG investigative file), pertaining to 
Mr. Jiminez Joseph. Per a eonsult, GBI approved the release of the GBI ease 
file. 

Please note that these reeords are not responsive to your initial FOIA request. 
The temporal seope of your initial request terminates on November 2, 2017, the 
date of OIG’s seareh. These reeords were ereated after the seareh date. We are 
providing these reeords to you as a eourtesy. 

We reviewed the responsive reeords under the FOIA to determine whether they 
may be diselosed to you. Based on that review, this offiee is providing the 
following: 

48 page(s) are released in full (RIF); 

337 page(s) are released in part (RIP); 

0 page(s) are withheld in full (WIF); 

261 page(s) were referred to another entity.

OIG redaeted from the enelosed doeuments, names and identifying information 
of third parties to proteet the identities of these individuals. Absent a Privaey 
Aet waiver, the release of sueh information eoneerning the third parties named 
in these reeords would result in an unwarranted invasion of personal privaey in 
violation of the Privaey Aet. Information is also proteeted from diselosure 
pursuant to Exemptions 6 and 7(C) of the FOIA further diseussed below. 

Exemption 6, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) 

Exemption 6 allows withholding of “personnel and medieal files and similar files 
the diselosure of whieh would eonstitute a elearly unwarranted invasion of 
personal privaey.” 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6)(emphasis added). DHS-OIC is invoking 
Exemption 6 to proteet the names of third parties and any information that 
eould reasonably be expeeted to identify sueh individuals. 

Exemption 7(C), 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C) 

Exemption 7(C) proteets from publie diselosure “reeords or information 
eompiled for law enforeement purposes ... [if diselosure] eould reasonably be 
expeeted to eause an unwarranted invasion of personal privaey.” 5 U.S.C. § 
552(b)(7)(C). DHS-OIC is invoking Exemption 7(C) to proteet the identities of 
third parties, and any information eontained in these investigative reeords that 
eould reasonably be expeeted to identify those individuals. 

Referral 

Additionally, we referred 261 pages of responsive reeords to Immigration and 
Customs and Enforeement (ICE), a DHS eomponent. ICE will review the 
responsive reeords and respond to your direetly. 

Appeal 

Although I am aware that your request is the subjeet of ongoing litigation and 
appeals are not ordinarily aeted on in sueh situations, I am required by statute 
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and regulation to inform you of your right to file an administrative appeal. ^ If 
you ehoose to file an administrative appeal it must be in writing and reeeived 
within 90 days after the date of this response.
